Retailers Approve of Bill. 

Members of various retail organiza- 
tions have approved Inspector Ander- 
son’s attempts to punish frauds on buy- 
ers of groceries and other commodities, 
and be counts on their support when 
the bill comes before the Assembly. 

Inspector Anderson says the disclos- 
ures made by the Post-Dispatch repor- 
ter as to prevalence of the practice of 
underweighing and undermeasuring 
commodities has fostered among honest 
dealers a strong-sentiment against such 
dishonest methods. 

Bill Seems a Certainty. 

The Post-Dispatoh’s revelations, he 
believes, will be his most potent argu- 
ments for the passage of a bill to 
punish the offenders. 

Members of the Gouncil and House of 
Délegates echoed and indorsed the 
opinion expressed by Councilman Evers. 

“Tt is as wrong to give short weight 
as it is to give short change,” said 
Mr. Evers. “In either case the buyer is 
cheated. If there isn’t an ordinance by 
which such dishonesty can be curbed 
and penalized, there ought to be. There 
should be no delay in getting it.’’ 

The opinions are: 

President Gundlach of the Council: 
A dealer who would give 50 cents in 
change when he ought to return $1, is 
a crook. So is the dealer who gives 
50 pounds or 60 ounces when he should 
give a 100. Cheats of that sort ought 
to be prosecuted. 


“Penalize the Crooks.” 


Counciiman Schneiderhahn: I am 
surprised to hear that there is no or- 
dinance to protect honest purchasers 
from dishonest dealers. There should be, 
, and I shall vote for one.~ 

Counciiman Schutz: Of course I’ll 
support Inspector Anderson's bill. The 
need of it has been shown, Now for 
an ordinance to protect the public and 
penalize the crooks. 

Councilman Hauschulte: There 


ought to be an ordinance giving the In- 
apector of Weights and Measures the 
authority and power he asks. I'll vote 
for one. 

“Ne Excuse for Cheating.” 

Speaker Rombauer of the House of 
Delegates: Inspector Anderson may 
count on me to help pass a bill that 
will stop the practice of selling short 
weight. 

Delegate Mischel: There is no ex- 
cuse for cheating by shortgweight and 
measure. If a dealer 5 make 
money at a given price, let him de- 
mand more or quit business, I will 
help to pass a bill that will bring dis- 
honest dealers to account. 

Delegate Igoe: Cheating by false 
weights and measures is as much de- 
serving of punishment as picking 
pockets is. I'll vote for a bill that 
will denounce and punish the offense. 

“Law Long Needed,” 

Delegate Holliday: There ought 
to be a city ordinance on this sub- 
ject, even if the State law covered it, 
which I understand it does not. 

Delegate Russell: An ordinance 
like that which Inspector Anderson 
Suggests is necessary and I think 
should prove salutary, too, 

Delegate Hildenbrandt: Yes, I fa- 
vor an ordinance of that kind. 


Delegate Gregory: The retail) as-

Formerty of Missouri. 
Congressman Martin told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter the story of his remark- 
able victory over the Cannon machine.

In less than eight hours Congress 
would adjourn, and all my work 
would be lost unless I could find 
some way to get the resolution 
adopted. 

“While I was eating dinner I was 
busy working out my plan. I was one 
of the first members in his seat for 
the night session. I went there deter- 
mined to have my resolution adopted.

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BARONESS BADLY 


HURT BY PLUNGE. 
IN AN AEROPLANE 


Mme. De La Roche Falls at 
Rheims While Racing 160 
Feet in Air. 


By Associated Press. ; 
BETHENY PLAINS, RHEIMS, July 


8.—Baroness de la Roche, the first 
French woman aeroplanist, was badly 
injured here this afternoon by falling 
from a height of 50 meters, about 160 
feet. > 

The Baroness de la Roche was the 


j first woman/to fly alone in an aero- 


plane. She made two ascents in France 
in a machine of the Voisin type. Her 
first flight. was for about 300 yards. 
Later she made two circuits of the aero- 
drome at Chalons camp, a distance of 
four miles. She came to the conclu- 


sion that flying 1s much more pleasant 
than motoring and announced that she 
intended. frequently to indulge in the 
sport. 

The Baroness de la Roche had 
flown around the field once at 4 
height of 80 metres (about 100 yards) 
when suddenly in front of the ap- 
plauding tribunes she appeared to be- 
come frightened and confused at the 
approach of two other aeroplanes. 
She started to descend but lost con- 
trol of the machine. 

Machine Turns Over. 

The aeroplane turned over and fell 
like a log. The Baroness’ legs and 
arms were broken. Her bryised body 
conveyed to the hospital. The Baroness 
has a chance to live. 

The performances of Baroness de la 
Roche on a Voison machine have been 
much talked of in Paris. This accident 
was not her first. Om January 4 lest 
she was seriously injured at the Chalons 
aviation field. 

In circling the course she made a wide 
turn and crashed into a tree, being un- 
able to elevate her machine quickly 
enough to dodge it. She fell from a 
height of 20 feet and was taken to the 
Mititary Hospital unconscious. Her 
right shoulder was dislocated and in- 
ternal injuries were feared but she re- 
covered soon. 

In February last the French Aero 
Club gave Baroness de la Roche an air 
pilot’s license for her feat in flying 
four times around the aviation course at 
Heliopolis, a distance of 12 miles.

JEFFERSON CITY, July 8.—Judge 


John W. Halliburton of Carthage, a 
Democrat and friend of Cornelius 
Roach, Secretary of State, today filed 
in the Supreme Court an application 


for a writ of mandamus to compel the 
Secretary of State to file the Repub- 
lican senatorial redistricting petitions 
which were rejected yesterday by that 
official. 

This is a new move of tne Democrats 
to prevent the hearing ef a suit in 
mandamus by Judge Martin of the 
Fourtee-- Judicial Circuit, whe is a 
Republican. 

If the Supreme Court assumes juris- 
diction in the matter, that will fore- 
‘stall the proposed suit before Judge 
Martin. Should that judge try to enter- 
tain jurisdiction he would be promptly 
restrained by a writ of prohibition. 

Attorney-General Major said this 
morning that he will waive the al- 
ternative writ and plead to the peti- 
tion. This, he says, will save time. 

It is not believed, however, sfnce 
the Supreme Court in banc will ad- 
journ about July 12, a hearing can 
be had on the mandamys before the 
October term, if then. This will head 
off the Republican mandamus in the 
Circuit Conrt and bring the matter 
squarely up to this court under the 
law passed by the Legislature last 
winter. 

There is a provision that mandamus 
proceedings to compel the filing of an 
initiative petition must be brought in 
the Circuit Court of Cole County and 
taken by: appeal by either side to the 
Supreme Court. This might strip the 
Supreme Court of original jurisdiction 
and the Court may decline to entertain 
the mandamus. 

The suit came as a complete surprise 
to the Republicans. The filing of the 
proceedings in the Supreme Court wy 
a Democrat is taken to mean that the 
Democrats fear the political effect of 
the rejection of the petitions by Roach. 
It also indicates that they are anxious 
to deny to Republican lawyers the pleas- 
ure of discussing the present district- 
ing, which they declare to be a gerry- 
mander, before the: Court, thereby mak- 
ing political capital. 

Objects to Delay. 

Halliburton, after setting out the fact 
that Secretary of State Roach had re- 
fused to file the petitions, helding that 
the amendment is unconstitutional and 
void, said: ‘Petitioner further states 
that he is without remedy in law; that 
said proposed constitutional amendment 
greatly affects the political subdivisions 
of the State of Missourt; involves ques- 
tions of great public interest to all the 
qualified voters and taxpayers of the 
State of Missouri; is one that should be 
passed upon by this honorable court at 
its earliest convenience, in order that 
said proposed constitutional amendment, 
if found In preper and legal form, con- 
stitutional and valid, may be submit- 
ted to the qualified voters of the State 
of Missouri at said coming genera! elec- 
tien; that to file suit in Circuit Court 
of Cele County or elsewhere would 
cause great delay and would in all 
probability prevent saia question from 
being submitted to the qualified voters 
of the State at the coming general elec- 
tion, if found to be in proper and legal 
form, constitutional and valid.” 

Then the mandamus is asked, com- 
manding Roach to accept and file the 
petitions. Halliburton is a Democrat 
and president ef the State Bar Associ- 
ation.

Need Half a Million. 

‘We need half a million dollars and 
must, have at least $100,000.’’ 

The prohibitionists are now actively 
campaigning every part of the State, 
and are forming organizations to get out 
the dry voters. Hundreds of country 
newspapers are printing their appeals 
and literature, and many of the editors 
are outspoken advocates of constitu- 
tional prohibition. 

Judge William H. Wallace of Kansas 
City, chairman of the. Constitutional 
Amendment Association, told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter that dry workers would 
be at every voting place in St. Louis 
and other cities to see that ana honest 
count of the votes was made. 

“We are going to win by a big ma- 
a . — jority,” said Judge Wallace. “We will 
pay close attention to the cities to see 
that every prohibition vote is counted. 
We find that sentiment throughout the 
State is strongly in favor of constitu- 
tional prohibition, and we will reach 
the cities with a majority of many 
thousand votes. 

“The prohibitionists are much more 
numerous in the cities than people gen- 
erally think. We intend to get all of 
the dry voters to the polls. 

Will Count Every Vote. 

‘“‘We have heard it reported that the 
prohibition votes will not be counted in 
the cities. I want to say now that every 
vote will be counted, or we will know 
the reason why. We do not intend to 
sit still and be counted out. We know 
our rights and are going to see that we 
get them.”’ 

Judge Wallace has already delivered 
prohibition speeches in many Missouri 
counties. The prohibitionists say they 
will have several hundred speakers and 
workers traversing every section of the 
State between now and the election,

Another charge against McCormack its 
that he received expense money and 
John H. Healy has testified that no one 
higher in rank than a sergeant ever 
benefited by the distribution of such 
money. In 1909, the year McCormack is 
alleged to, have accepted the money, he 
was in day command of the Carr Street 
District and says he can prove by wit- 
nesses,that he did not attend the enter- 
tainment. 

Healy testified Thursday that he gave 
Patrolman George J. Butler $10 or $15 
every night during the two weeks’ en- 
tertainment fn 1907. That was in addi- 
tion to the regular expense money given 
to the members of the arrangements 
committee. Butler at that time was 
president of the association.

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LEGAL MORALITY. 
It might not be necessary to discover whether 
the sales of friar lands in the Philippines is tech- 
nically illegal before President Taft acts on the 
information before nim. The sales. to which 
Congressman Martin called attention violated 
the spirit of the law of 1902, and were contrary 
to public policy. There was no doubt about the 
intenticn of the Government to prevent the Phil- 
ippines public lands from falling into the hands 
of a few individuals and corporations. There 
wag no question of its intention to have the lands 
sold in small lots to individuals and in larger, but 
limited, lots to corporations. There was no doubt 
nf the wisdom of this policy. 
But a doubt was raised as to the application of 
the specific letter Of the law to the friar lands. 
Acting on the doubt preparations were made to 
sell the lands to agents of a corporation which 
had long oppressed the people of the United 
States and had robbed the Government. The 
scale would contribute to the strength of one of 
the worst monopolies that ever afflicted the 
American people. Yet the doubt was put to the 
Attorney-General, and he, who had served the 
monopoly until the day of his appointment to the 
President’s Cabinet, resolved it in favor of the 
monopoly. : 
It should be borne in mind that these lands 
which were sold at ridiculously low prices—prices 
far below their cost—were*purchased by the Fili- 
pinos. Bonds guaranteed by the United States 
were issued by the Philippine Government for 
the purchase of the friar lands, The Filipinos 
are taxed for the payment of the principal and 
interest of these bonds. The lands they bought 
for their use and benefit were sacrificed for the 
enrichment of a monopoly. 
Regardless of the question of law violation and 
from every standpoint, these land sales are rotten 
transactions. Surely President Taft can find 
some way of vindicating his administration from 
the charge of betrayirg public trust in the Phil- 
ippines. Surely he can find some responsible of- 
ficial to punish. Is the legal technicality to be the 
standard of morality in our public offices? Is 
the letter of the law the measure of our of- 
ficial righteousness? 
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There should be no adjournment of the Munici- 
pal Assembly for the summer until the free 
bridge problems now in hand are settled.

JINGOISM AND BUSINESS. 

It is said in Washington that the $24,000,000 
‘in Federal corporation taxes, collected up to July 
7, is ninety per cent of the total for the year. 

As a single item this total is large. It would 
have more than paid the entire national debt of 
1858. It is a third larger than the total amount 
of money reported by the treasury as in circula- 
tion in the United States in the last year of the 
John Adams administration. It exceeds the total 
cost of the United States navy in 1890. 

Compared with the tncreasing cost of “Jingo- 
ism,” it is only a bagatelle. The naval expense 
of $55,900,000 in 1900 increased in nine years to 
$113,000,000.. The corporation tax total is far 
short on this single item. It will need to be in- 
creased nearly threefold to equa] the increase 
for army and navy combined in ten years. 
Very little of the “rake-off” on this enormous 
extravagance of unproductive expenditure finds 
its way across the western line of Pennsylvania. 
Even if it did, all incorporated business must 
finally be involved in paying at least ten dollars 
tax for unproductive jingoism, for every dollar 
of “rake-off” permitted as a bribe to “business” 
toleration of the scandalous and barbaric anach- 
ronism which increases war expenses during 
peace in the Twentieth century beyord the rate 
of war increases in the past. As an object lesson, 
the corporation tax is Primer Lesson Number 
One in the relationg of barbarism to business.

Bank clearings for the first week of July

Speculators favored the buying side 
of grain again today, although the mar- 
ket was quiet and the trade showed an 
inclination to await the publication of 
the Government crop.report before mak- 
ing new commitments. 

There was little of interest in the 
day’s news. The Northwestern drouth 
continues the controlling factor and no 
rain of importance was reported. from 
the threatened districts. Crop damage 
reports sifting in still are of a sensa- 
tional character, but temporarily the 
trade igndred them. 

The official forecast for the Dakotas 
and Minnesota indicates generally fair 
weather tonight and Saturday, with not 
much change in temperatures. 

Snows weekly report says: ‘‘Winter 
wheat harvest in progress in North belt, 
with threshing begun in South. Out- 
turn about as expected in aggregate, 
with great variance in yield.’’ 

“Corn made good progress and is 
overcoming the lateness of its start. 
Lack of moisture checks develop- 
ment in portions of Iowa and Ne- 
braska and in limited districts else- 
where, but local showers and hot 
days and nights over the greater part 
of the belt carried the bulk of the 
crop well forward.” 

“Some injury to oats during period 
of heading from high temperatures, 
and daily loss of condition in drouth 
district of the Northwest. The 
promise of the crop is earinking as it 
goes into the shock.” 

The Michigan crop report indicates a 
good yield of eXcellent quality of 17 bu. 
to the acre against 18 bu last year. 

The Modern Miller says: 

“The winter wheat harvest in many 
localities *is delayed by frequent rains. 
The movement is not expected to become 
general before the last half of July, then 
depending on the weather. Threshing 
returns continue to generally confirm 
yields above expectations. Tennessee, 
Kentucky, Texas and Oklahoma farm- 
ers are holding for higher prices.’’ 

The Liverpool market -was irregular 
and foreigners are inclined to await the 
American Government report. The ten- 
dency of prices there was upward, 
however, with short buyers on an im- 
proved spot demand, light cargoes off 
coast and awaiting orders and a fairly 
good inquiry for Manitoba parcels.

Fearing for her baby’s life, the moth- 
er took Rosetta to a Post-Dispatch Pure 
Milk and Free Ice Fund distributing 
station. The physician conducting the 
clinic at the station prescribed a milk 
for Rosetta that answered to her age, 
her weight and condition. 

But Rosetta’s case proved to be one 
of those odd ones that will not respond 
to ordinary treatment. The physician 
observed her closely. He had the nurse 
vary the milk slightly with each suc- 
ceeding bottle until Rosetta was being 
fed on a solution that was very like 
buttermilk. 

When the right milk was found the 
effect on Rosetta’s health was instan- 
tameous. In a week she gained one 
pound and 8 ounces. Four ounces is a 
good gain in a week for any baby. To- 
day Rosetta weighs 13 pounds. ?
